SMUGGLING ARMS. 


A Lenient Sentence. 


& 


Though constant endeavours are being 
mado hy the focal police to prevent tho 
smuggling of arms into China thoir offorts 
aro not likely to be of much avail, unléss 
the Magistrates, or, at least, ono of them, 
penalisoy those caught in the act in a 
thanner more fitting to the seriousness of 
the crime. This morning an instance’ of 
how smugglers aro‘ favoured was given at 
the Magistracy, when Mr ©. D. Melbourne 
inflicted a very small sentence on two men 
wha were actually caught in tho very act 
of putting Winchester riffeg and ammuni- 
tion on board the steamer Huitan, just 
prior Lo her departure for Swatow, 
Two or three days ago the police received 
information that a number of these rifles, 
together with a quantity of ammunition, 
would be shipped on tho Hajtan for Swatow 
and in consequence thoy watched all éargo 
being put on board. On Wednesday 
ovening Detective Sergeant Wilden, to- 
gether with other members of the force, 
was rewarded hy seeing n sampan dray up 
alongside the yangway used by Chinese | 
hoarding the vessel, A man went up the 
lndder, then descended again and com- 
menced to pass a number of mall parcels 
through ono of the portloles. After waiting 
a few moments, in order that there should 
be no mistake, the police swooped down 
upon him and found that he was handing 
Winchester riflys in, Altogether they 
discovered six Winchester rifler and 260 
rounds of ammunition, The rifles were 
worth about $50 each ond the ammunition 
over $10, a total value-of over 8310, 

_ The two men captured red-handed were 
Ng Tai and Chau Sai, and they wero haled 
heforo the Court te answer a chargo of 
being in unlawful posession of the rifles 
and amuamition, Tho case was heard 
before Mr C, D, Melburne. Evidence as 
to the capture of the rifes and ammunition 
and the arrest of the twa men was given, 
Chau Sni, when arresied, told the police 
that five rifles lind been passed through 
the port hole. 

Mr Melbourne—Then this inan assisted 
the polico ? 

Inspector Korr—He was caught in the 
act, Your Worship. “Alot of smuggling is 
going on petween here and Swatow and 
the Gcverament are doing all in a 
power to put it down. 

Mr Melbourne--Is that all the evidence 
you have against the second man { 

-(t was stated that Chau Sai uwned tho 
sauipin which conveyed the rifles and 
assisted in putting them on board, but ap- 
parently My Metbourno did uot think that 
wis sufficient ovidence against him.) 

Inspector Kerr —That is all we have 
against him. When the rifles were seized 
the barrels were oxposed. 

Mr Mchourne--Ask him if he knew they 
wero rifles? : 

Chau Sni—E did not know. Tt is ny 
business to accept anything from anyone 
who engages my boat. 

A witness pointed out that he had been 
inforined: that Chau Sai was enguged in 
smuggling riflea but hid beon unable to 
eateh hinruutil this occasion.
